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Another Good Remedy for Worry 


Worry is a commoner sin than most 
Christians will admit. Of course, some 
sy blithely, “I never worry!” But one 
always feels like taking that with a grain 
of salt, for a good deal depends on the 
kind and severity of the trial. Some never 
Worry in certain circles of life because 
they have no cause to. One man is not 
concerned about money matters, because 
he does not need to be; another gives 
little thought to his health, because he 
is bursting with it; another has no hous- 
ig problem, because he owns a com- 
fortable, well-built home; another knows 
tthing- of a conscientious parent's 
amxiety over children, because he has 
Mae; another says he is never afraid, 
but gets how many different kinds 
a re are; another never worries 





about accidents, because he has never 
had one. Most Christians are glad to 
learn of the various ways in which other 
believers have overcome the temptation 
to worry. Dr. Frank E. Gaebelein, head- 
master of the Stony Brook School, gave 
a very helpful message in Philadelphia 
over the Rev. George A. Palmer’s noon 
broadcast on Psalm 37:5: “Commit thy 
way unto the Lord; trust also in him; 
and he shall bring it to pass.” He 
pointed out that the word “it” is in 
italics in the King James Versicn, show- 
ing that the translators have supplied 
it. Therefore, he said, whatever the thing 
may be that we commit to the Lord and 
trust Him with, we may also trust Him 
to “bring to pass.” Then he quoted a 
saying of his own father’s which is well 
worth remembering. Said Dr. A. C. 
Gaebelein, “A Psalm a day keeps worry 
away.” Dr. Frank Gaebelein added that 
he had often seen his father reading and 
meditating on the Psalms, and he said 


that for himself he had also found that 
“a promise a day keeps worry away.” 
The two basic remedies against worr) 
are the Scriptures and prayer. In the 
one we find all that God has done for us 
through Christ to make it possible for 
us to serve Him joyfully and without 
anxiety, and all that He has said to en- 
courage us along the way. In the other, 
we have the great privilege of speaking 
freely with our Heavenly Father about 
all that troubles us and rolling our bur- 
dens on Him (which, Dr. Gaebelein said, 
is what the word “commit” really 
means). From prayerful Bible reading 
and Bible-directed praying comes a habit 
of mind which centers the thoughts on 
the Lord Jesus and on things that are 
true, honest, just, pure, lovely, and of 
good report (Phil. 4:8); and which pre- 
pares the way for the fulfillment of the 
promise, “The peace of God, which pass- 
eth all understanding, shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ Jesus.”

It will be a great 
satisfaction to all friends of the China 
Inland Mission, to all who have been 
helped by her books, and to her personal 
friends to have this very well-written 
story of her life and work by her niece, 
Miss Joy Guinness. It tells the truly

marvelous story of a beautiful life which 
began on Christmas Day, 1862, and 
closed quietly on this earth on June 6, 
1949. The phrase of the subtitle is taken 
from the thirteenth stanza of that lovely 
hymn by Mrs. A. R. Cousin, sometimes 
called “The Last Words of Samuel Ruth- 
erford,” and inspired by his own letters. 
The stanza reads: 
With mercy and with judgment 
My web of time He wove, 
And aye the dews of sorrow 
Were lustred with His love. 
I'll bless the hand that guided, 
I'll bless the heart that planned, 
When throned where glory dwelleth 
In Immanuel’s land. 

If someone should question the ex- 
tent and power of Mrs. Howard Taylor’s 
influence for foreign missions, it should 
be remembered that probably most of 
the “faith” missions today are founded 
on principles similar to those of the 
China Inland Mission, and that count- 
less numbers of Christian workers all 


‘over the world have been stréngthened 
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by the example and the utterances of 
J. Hudson Taylor, Mrs, Taylor’s father- 
in-law. But the China Inland Mission 
and Hudson Taylor could not, humanly 
speaking, have. been so well known 
without the great labor and literary skill 
that Mrs. Howard Taylor devoted to the 
writing of such books as the two-volume 
biography of Hudson Taylor; “Pastor 
Hsi, Confucian Scholar and Christian”; 
“Borden of Yale”; “Margaret King’s 
Vision”; “Behind the Ranges — Fraser 
of Lisuland”; “The Triumph of John and 
Betty Stam”; “‘By Faith’—Henry W. 
Frost and the China Inland Mission”; 
and “Hudson Taylor’s Spiritual Secret” 
—a shorter life of the founder of the 
China Inland Mission, condensed and 
completely rewritten by Mrs. Howard 
Taylor herself. Only now, through the 
testimonies and incidents given in this 
latest biography, can one gain any ade- 
quate idea of what these great Christian 
books have meant throughout the- Eng- 
lish-speaking world, and indeed in many 
lands where other languages are spoken. 


Miss Joy Guinness has done her task 
exceedingly well, with a style that fre- 
quently reminds the reader of her well- 
known aunt, and with many human 
touches concerning the life and labors 
of Dr. and Mrs. Howard Taylor which 
have never before been known to the 
public. In her early life, Geraldine Tay- 
lor was surrounded with the finest 
Christian and cultural influences, for she 
was one of the daughters of Dr. H. Grat- 
tan Guinness, a man, like Daniel, 
“greatly beloved” for his prophetic 
studies and evangelistic ministry, Theirs 
was a happy family, united in Christ 
and by unusually strong bonds of natu- 
ral affection. But Geraldine was not 
always sheltered, for she voluntarily 
gave herself to work among the poor 
and degraded in the crowded sections of 
London. 


There is a beautiful thread of ro- 
mance running through this brilliant 
life story, for the love and devotion of 
Howard Taylor for Geraldine was very 
unusual, and began, he said, when he 
was only eleven. But it was many years 
before Geraldine responded and felt that 
it was the Lord’s will for them to be 
united in.marriage. They were married 
in the Cathedral in Shanghai by Bishop 
Cassels on April 24, 1894. Geraldine had 
a lifelong habit of marking her Bible 
and the date of her wedding day is 
marked in the margin of Psalm 35:27: 
“The Lord be magnified, which hath 
pleasure in the prosperity of his serv- 
ant.” Describing this happy event, Miss 
Guinness writes: “Not every bride can 
step into the wide home of her husband’s 
love with such perfect assurance that all 
_is well and will be well. She had proved 
him long. It was seven years since he 
had first asked her to marry him, and 
twenty years, so he said, since he fell 
in love with her. Her parents loved 
him, and his loved her. She felt very 
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safe, and she was old enough to value 
that beyond the thrill of a romantic mar- 
riage.” It was a beautiful union, marked 
by unselfishness and thoughtfulness for 
one another, and joint service for the 
Lord as ambassadors for Christ in China, 
co-authors of many books, and mission- 
ary speakers in many lands. They were 
together for more than fifty years, until 
he was taken from her in 1946. 

Many unusual things mark this in- 
tensely interesting story. There is a Fore- 
word by Amy Wilson Carmichael, who 
begins, “Welcome to another C.I.M. book.” 
There are glimpses of many great Chris- 
tian leaders— evangelists, writers, teach- 
ers, missionaries — of whom those words 
of Daniel’s must surely be true: “And 
they that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and they 
that turn many to righteousness as the 
stars for ever and ever” (12:3). Here 
one finds not only the Taylor and Guin- 
ness families, but such names as Balling- 
ton Booth, Dr. Barnardo, Reuben Sail- 
lens, the Cambridge Seven, Henry W. 
Frost, H. C. Coleman, D,. E. Hoste, Dr. 
Howard Kelly, others of our own time, 
and many Chinese Christians. Other 
memorable passages are the extracts 
from “A Father’s Letter,” written by Dr. 
Guinness to Geraldine when she had a 
nervous breakdown; the weeks when 
Howard was held captive by Chinese 
brigands, of which the story was told 
in Geraldine’s little book, “With P’u and 
His Brigands”; the interesting list of 
instructions which Howard would send 
ahead when they were to be entertained 
as missionary speakers; the record of 
disappointments, delays, and real hard- 
ships in the writing and publishing of 
the books which today read so smoothly 
and have done so much good; and many 
glimpses into Mrs. Taylor’s own private 
diary and illuminating Bible notes. The 
pages are full of memorable sayings, 
both quoted and original, which will

How it leads people on into taking the 


“ Free Bible Course” 


to hear a lady’s voice inquiring: “Mr. 

Jones? Is this the E. B. Jones who 
has written against the ‘Voice of Proph- 
ecy’ radio broadcast?” 

I replied that it was and asked her 
name. She declined to give that, but 
fold the name of her church (a well- 
known Fundamental congregation). She 
went on to say: “A group of us ladies 
have been listening to the ‘Voice of 
Prophecy’ programs, and we think 
they're lovely. Several of us enrolled 
in their ‘Free Bible Course,’ too, and 
we've found it just wonderful. And last 
week two of the nicest callers came to 
our homes! They got our names from 
the ‘Voice of Prophecy’ people. They 
invited us to go to church with them. 
We just don’t see any harm in listening 
to such a fine program or in going to 
services with such fine people.” 

The little I was permitted to offer in 
warning seemed to leave the lady unim- 
pressed. She hung up the receiver. 

There are questions and questions, dis- 
honest and honest. I endeavor to answer 
the latter when they come within my 
field. One question is so often pro- 
pounded that I am making it the theme 
of this article: “What is the ‘Voice of 
Prophecy’ radio broadcast?” 

My telephone consultant already knew 
the source, and merely wanted to be 
confirmed in her favorable opinion of 
the broadcast. But many listeners do 
not know, and want to know, the source. 
For such I am answering this question. 

The “Voice of Prophecy” is a radio 
broadcast sponsored by the Seventh-Day 
Adventists, but, for reasons which they 
consider important, is unidentified. 


One of the Largest Religious Broadcasts 


In all fairness, let me say that the 
“Voice of Prophecy” is big and broad 
in its coverage — currently, one of the 
two or three largest of all religious 
broadcasts. It is carried over hundreds 
of stations, in many languages, to prac- 
tically all parts of the world. At this 
Writing, a greatly enlarged headquarters 
Office building is being erected in Glen- 
dale, Calif. The broadcast’s annual bud- 
get has in recent years approximated a 
Million dollars. A big affair ! 

Moreover, this program is, from the 
@thetic standpoint, beautiful. Its music 
amd much of its spoken messasc are 
above reproach. Many of the beloved 
Christian hymns are misappropriated, 
‘Md are artistically presented by trained 
Musicians. But after admitting that this 
broadcast is big, and (in a superficial 
Sense) beautiful, I must add that it is 
‘extremely baneful.

“I think it high time the entire coun- 
try knew the true nature of the 
‘Voice of Prophecy’ broadcast,” wrote 
Dr. Oswald J. Smith to Mr. Jones. 
“Every cult should wear its badge 
so that no one need be misled... 
Having been identified with the 
Movement [Seventh-Day Adventism] 
yourself, you are able to speak with 
authority.” Many Times readers will 
remember the earlier articles on 
Seventh-Day Adventism (May, 1947) 
by Mr. Jones, who is the executive 
director of the Religion Analysis 
Service, 606 Lumber Exchange Bldg., 
Minneapolis 1. The Service is a de- 
nominationally unrelated, evangeli- 
cal, soul-saving ministry, which spe- 
cializes in showing the unscriptural 
character of false teachings. 








There are in this world spirits and 
spirits. The spirit back of the “Voice 
of Prophecy” broadcast is the spirit of 
Seventh-Day Adventism, with its abom- 
inable doctrines that Christ had a sinful 
nature, that He did not make the atone- 
ment when He shed His blood on Cal- 
vary, that Satan will be the ultimate sin- 
bearer for the penitent, that salvation 
depends upon the keeping of the law, 
that the righteous dead sleep in uncon- 
sciousness, that the wicked dead will be 
annihilated, and many other unscriptural 
teachings. Such is the poisonous source 
of a fair-appearing stream. Peril lurks 
there. 

We should realize that there are 
prophets and _ prophets, employing 
methods and methods. It is useless to 
ask false prophets what they believe and 
teach because their answers are so de- 
ceiving. To detect them, it is necessary 
to observe their fraudulent methods, in 
contrast with the fair means employed 
by true teachers. Peter prophesied that 
false teachers would use the device of 
feigning (2 Pet, 2:3). 

D. M. Canright, who repudiated Ad- 
ventism after years of prominence in 
the sect, declared, “There is a streak of 
deception in the whole work of Seventh- 
Day Adventists, from first to last” (“Life 
of Mrs. E. G. White,” p. 156). (Mrs. 
White was the self-styled “messenger of 
the Lord,” whom Adventists regard as 
their inspired “prophet.”) Mr. Canright 
also said, “The whole Adventist move- 
ment was conceived in error, born in a 
mistake, and has grown up in folly.”1

Dr. H. A. Ironside says, in his “Lectures 
on the Revelation” (p. 250), “Mrs. Ellen 
G. White, like Mary Baker Eddy, Ma- 
dame Blavatsky, Annie Besant, and other 
charlatans, was a deceiver.” 

That “streak of deception” is discern- 
ible in the present methods of the Sev- 
enth-Day Adventists. They resort to 
subterfuge in their publicity efforts, in 
their colportage activities, and, as we 
shall see, in their radio work. Camou- 
flage! The name “Voice of Prophecy” 
attracts prophecy-hungry Christians, 
who, never suspecting the danger, listen 
by the thousands. 

Here is professional entertainment pre- 
pared for the religiously inclined, in 
order to publicize the “Free Bible 
Course” offered by the “Voice of Proph- 
ecy.” Not until after this course has 
presented several apparently orthodox 
lessons, does it include any distinctively 
Adventist doctrines. 


Leading On the “Nibblers” 

Individuals who nibble at this bait are 
usually followed up by callers, and in- 
vited to the local meetings. Then when 
“led into the truth,” they are expected 
to pay their tithe into the Adventist 
work. And the sponsors count on a large 
percentage of the nibblers doing so. (No 
Adventist could hope to be saved if he 
neglected either tithing or Sabbath- 
keeping !) 

The “Voice of Prophecy” broadcast is 
always on Sunday. Just as there is 
never any identification of the sponsor- 
ship, so there is never, on this program, 
any overstressing of Sabbath-observ- 
ance as a basic doctrine. The “voice” 
sometimes speaks of “the Lord’s Day,” 
knowing that Adventists will understand 
Saturday is meant, and that multitudes 
of uninitiated listeners will suppose Sun- 
day is meant. 

False prophets are “wolves” in dis- 
guise. I know of incidents illustrating 
the “Voice of Prophecy” sponsors’ policy 
of wearing “sheep’s clothing,” allowing 
contributing correspondents to confuse 
the “Voice of Prophecy” with the Amer- 
ican Prophetic League (which publishes 
a true-to-the-Word magazine, Prophecy 
Monthly, edited by Dr. Keith L. Brooks). 

Their animosity toward the Old Fash- 
ioned Revival Hour broadcast is indi- 
cated by an article in a Seventh-Day 
Adventist paper, The Central Union 
Reaper, The article, written by an offi- 
cial of the sect, is entitled “Why Curse 
Israel?” (and by “Israel” Adventists 
mean themselves). The following is an 
excerpt:

Baptist church on Cape Cod, 190 
years old, in fact, but very much alive to- 
day. I was interested in the pianist who 
led the singing. He is a Providence busi- 
nessman who was down on the Cape to 
secure a paint contract and who had 
taken a course in the Providence Bible 
Institute in order to be a competent 
Christian layman, so he helps in evange- 
listic meetings, wherever he may be, 
both as pianist and evangelist. 

How varied is the Christian testimony 
of our time! The Tract Club of the 
Air operating from Prince Albert, Sas- 
katchewan, besides the usual Gospel 
broadcasts, devotes itself to promotion 
of tract evangelism the world over. 
A. J. McAlister is the leader. Tracts are 
reviewed on the broadcasts and then 
sent to applicants for distribution on a 
membership plan. This movement has 
outlets in the Emmanuel Press in the 
Transvaal, in the TCA Press in Argen- 
tina, and in China. A Swedish press is 
printing tracts for it in French, German, 
and Italian. 

The president of the Bible Crusaders 
of Seattle, Mr. Nolander, was once owner 
of a gambling and beer joint. Now he 
is active in organizing evangelism by 
billboard. During the past seven years, 
2,863 large posters for highway bill- 
boards, 31,056 for busses, and 24,000 
posters for grocery stores and markets 
have been posted. 

The Missionary Dentist (707 Seaboard 
Bldg., Seattle) is an organization plan- 
ning to provide missionaries at strate- 
gic centers with dental care. For lack 
of such care many men and women on 
the fields are incapacitated for their 
work, 


In Frankfort, Germany, there has been 
a French church since early days, but 
the building was destroyed in wartime. 
There is at present no pastor, but Sister 
Reineck, a deaconness sixty years of age, 
holds it together. As it happens, she is 
the granddaughter of the great Swiss 
commentator, Frédéric Godet. Pastor 
Frankl, a French Protestant minister, 
was entertained by her at dinner, which 
consisted of three potatoes, the gift of 
parishioners who wished that she should 
share them with her visitor. 

Pastor Frankl speaks of the deadly de- 
spair and inertia of people in this great 
German city. But, in a village some 
twelve kilometers away, Christians are 
building a town of their own, which is 
to bear the name of Christen-eck, or 
Christ’s Nook. It is on an old parade 
ground of the German Army, and what 
this handful of Christians are doing is

extraordinary. Little houses, sheltering 
each one or two families, are in full 
construction. Some are already finished 
and occupied. The work is led by Pas- 
tor Freudenberg. Materials for con- 
struction are scarce, one might almost 
say improvised. Apart from carpenters 
and masons, the work is done by poor 
boys salvaged from Frankfort, or from 
the East Provinces—waifs, orphans, 
who, at the same time, are being built 
up in Christian character by those in 
charge. They live in heated tents pro- 
vided by the American occupation, and 
each day begins with services in their 
chapel. 

“T asked the head of the work, a Chris- 
tian architect, the secret of their suc- 
cess.” He replied, ‘In the city they look 
only at difficulties which are indeed in- 
surmountable and crushing. Here we 
look to the Lord of difficulties and things 
go.’” Christ’s Nook will have some six 
thousand people. 


It was stated at the September conven- 
tion of the Hebrew Christian Alliance 
that thousands of Jews have become 
Christians in Hungary, Holland, Ru- 
mania, and Germany, and that in Ber- 
lin today there are 13,000 Hebrew Chris- 
tians as against 7,000 Jews. There is 
much greater cpenress to the Gospel in 
Palestine than ever before as well as 
in the rest of the world. 

From The Jews in the News comes a 
remarkable confession of an unnamed 
Jewish writer regarding his people. 
“There is nothing steady in Jewish life 
because the Jew has not found an anchor 
ground. We have been blind to the 
lessons of our history. Remember what 
happened to our forefathers when they 
lusted exceedingly in the wilderness and 
tempted God in the desert. He gave 
them their request; but sent leanness 
into their soul. 

“Have the rabbis given us the answer 
to our everlastingly repeated question, 
‘Why have we suffered?’ What have we 
learned about the vital significance of 
Israel’s restoration to the Land of Prom- 
ise? Certainly this is a miraculous and 
epoch-making historical event, but what 
does it mean? Is the establishment of 
a Jewish state in itself the all-important 
thing? Are we not still in the dark 
concerning our Messiah? Can we be de- 
livered without Him? The answers to 
our many perplexing questions have not 
been forthcoming from the pulpits of 
the 3,000 synagogues of America. While 
we speak of God with our mouths, our 
hearts are far from Him.

largest audiences of Cambridge sty. 
dents have been a series on Christian 
thought and doctrine offered by the 
Faculty of Theology. Why is. this? 
Probably because “events have forced 
upon us a clearer realization of Chris. 
tianity as the eternal opposite of the 
world and as the only alternative to 
chaos. 

“As long as religion was mainly the 
corsecration of an apparently stable 
social order, it was possible to forget 
this. After so many years of acceptance 
as the official religion of the West, 
Christianity had come to be taken for 
granted and its real nature had become 
obscured by the mists of worldliness 
liberal-optimism, and progress-worship, 
But now the abyss has yawned at our 
feet and we know, as the early Chris- 
tians did, the depths of degradation 
which are possible to a world without 
God. Christians are again being per- 
secuted for their faith and have faced 
imprisonment, torture, and exile. 

“At least, then, Christians know where 
they stand. It is, I think, a sense of this 
situation, a sense, too, that Christianity 
is ultimately the only alternative to 
Communism, that has aroused a new and 
real curiosity about it in the minds of 
many young people. The very accelera- 
tion of the drift from religion, and the 
frightful consequences it has produced, 


have led to a clearer view of the essen- + 


tials. 

“Instead of assuming complacently 
that all are ‘really’ Christians, and that 
discipleship means little more than pre 
serving respectability, believers now 
know that they are, and. must be, 2 
minority in a godless world.”

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Bishop Duarte, former Brazilian 
bishop who seceded from Rome, has 
been forbidden to use in his new Brazil- 
ian Catholic Church, rites or symbols 
which resemble those of the Church of 
Rome.

Very well, then, let them make their 
reformation the more thoroughgoing. 
The Word, the hymnbook, and full 
churches of redeemed souls are the best 
ornament for a church. 


French evangelicals, forced to reor- 
ganize because of the intrusion of Mod- 
ernism into the French Reformed 
Church, have held a recent assembly at 
Anduze. They speak of opposition and 
pinpricks and blows and checks, but not 
in a tone of discouragement. M. Cruvil- 
lier writes: 

“The greater an evil becomes, the more 
our duty to oppose it. It is not neces- 
sary to have hopes in order to start 
undertaking, nor to succeed in order to 
persevere. The essential thing is not 
success but fidelity. Deeds of fidelity 
are never in vain. God always blesses 
them, not doubtless as we think and ask 
in our wisdom (which is often igno- 
rance), but as He judges good. 

“The Union of Christian Evangelicals 
is being blessed in the conversion of 
souls. It has the satisfaction of seeing 
organized, alongside an ecumenicism 
based on doctrinal indifference, a Bibli- 
cal ecumenicism based on fidelity to the 
Word of God.” 

Oppressive tendencies commonly de- 
velop in these new church fusions. M. 
Cruvillier writes of the French Federa- 
tion of Protestant Churches that it 
monopolizes radio diffusion, suppressing 
the liberty of particular groups, which 
of course are the evangelical ones, as in 
America. “Churches which do not be- 
long to the Federation cannot use the 
radio for their services.” It is strictly 
a closed shop! Then he describes a 
broadcast under Federation auspices in 
which all that is essentially Christian 
was expurgated. “Such a service can 
only contribute to the de-Christianizing 
of Christianity, because of which our 
generation perishes.” 


Encouragement in Arabia is a new 


thing, but experienced Dr. Zwemer 
brings it to us. In his recent visit he 
was “met everywhere with kindness. 
It was a joy to receive apologies on the 
part of some of the old graybeards when 
they remembered the fanatic opposition 
we encountered years ago.” 
Present-day workers are calling for 
advance on all fronts. “There is a splen- 
did field waiting for us in hospitable 
Oman. All along the Batina coast, far 
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up the irrigated valleys, fishermen and 
farmers would welcome us. The great 
and fertile province of Dharfar has been 
merely visited by us. Possibilities in 
Basrah stretch far beyond the limit of 
our present budget. The whole politi- 
cal and social system of Iraq is in a 
state of flux. It is the time to put forth 
all our strength to mold the character 
of the rising generation.” 

The oil companies have brought new 
standards of life to the land. It has 
taught Arabs to work in eight-hour shifts 
through a twenty-four hour day. Ac- 
curacy in time and measurement has 
compelled a new accuracy of thought, and 
high wages have abolished poverty as 
compulsory sanitation has filthy habits. 
Motor busses take Arabs to and from 
work; large hospitals with full equip- 
ment and of absolute cleanliness present 
new ideas to whole communities. 

The great oil refinery of the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company, the largest in the 
world, is on the island of Abadan at the 
head of the Persian Gulf. Of the 200,000 
people on the island, 40,000 are employed 
by the oil company. The Iranians here 
seem open to the Gospel; also the Arme- 
nians. 

The great pioneering enterprise in 
mass Cultivation of peanuts is causing an 
economic upheaval in Tanganyika also. 
One hears of 30,000 acres of land being 
cleared at Kongwa, as many more at 
Urambo, and at Mikindani 450,000 more 
to be cleared. For the last, a £2 mil- 
lion port is to be built. There are 10,000 
African workers at Kongwa _ alone, 
drawn from great distances. A writer 
speaks of seeing 14 huge bulldozers in a 
line operated by Africans in a roar of 
machinery and clouds of dust. Big for- 
est trees were swept aside like match- 
wood. A team of African evangelists 
move in and round among the work- 
men, and hold well-attended regular 
meetings. In the center of Kongwa is 
a bookshop with Scriptures in Swahili, 
in Gogo, and many other languages. 

Miss Dorothy Kenyon, directing Child 
Evangelism in Quebec, Canada, for some 
years, has been led to found a French- 
speaking Bible school in the outskirts 
of Sherbrooke, (“Bethel” French Bible 
School, P. O. Box 570, Lennoxville, P. Q., 
Can.) Dr. A, C. Hill, a physician in Sher- 
brooke and Christian worker, writes of it: 

“We prayed with her about this mat- 
ter, but I may say frankly that we had 
very little expectation that anything 
would happen. However, through Dr. 
W. J. Kilinck she got in touch with a 
family living on the outskirts of town 
who seemed willing to part with their 
place at a reasonable price. The whole 
matter was made definitely an object 
of much prayer here and in other places, 
and finally the whole purchase amount 
of $10,000 was received to meet a definite 
deadline. The Lord’s hand was very 
evident. A large house on the 90-acre 
farm has been fitted up, and Mr. Angst, 
who has come from the Emmaus Bible 
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Institute in Lausanne, Switzerland, is in 
charge as principal. The first eight stu- 
dents have enrolled. We are directly 
dependent on God for all supplies. This 
school will train young Christians as 
colporteurs and evangelists among five 
million French Canadians, who, consti- 
tute one of the darkest spiritual blocs 
existing.” 


The time seems ripe for this under- 
taking. One hears of a Catholic bishop 
and five priests in Winnipeg seceding 
from Rome. In Three Rivers, Quebec, 
a group of forty-five now meets Sunday 
mornings, led by two brothers, Lacombe, 
shoe merchants. M. Alphonse Lacombe 
was Provincial Secretary of the ex- 
tensive Lacordaire Temperance Society 
of Quebec. The Gospel is given from 
his shoe store in a public address sys- 
tem. It’s a brave thing for a merchant 
in Quebec thus to run counter to the 
Roman Church. 


The Way of Church Machines.—In the 
State of Maine are many closed country 
churches, and the story of one such, 
that in Lincoln Center, is told in the 
Baptist Bulletin. Two Baptist ministers, 
Messrs. White and Eastman, felt called 
to reopen it. Their car pulled into the 
village, May 20, 1948. We will let them 
continue the story: 

“As we parked, a gray car that we 
had noticed following us for some time, 
parked beside us. When we left, the 
same.car left also. We posted a notice 
of a meeting for that week on the door 
of the church and then crossed the tiny 
ferry and drove to a deserted farmhouse. 
The gray car drove into the yard behind 
us and two men got out, inquiring if this 
was the Rev. William H. White. Then 
they informed us they represented the 
United Baptist Convention of Maine, a 
part of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion [and therefore of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches.—E, G.]. They wanted 
to know what we were here for, how 
‘long we were to stay, and if we would 
co-operate with their Convention, When 
we informed them we stood with Mid- 
Missions and the Regular Baptists, they 
warned us they would oppose us, that 
we were not wanted, that this was their 
territory, and that they had the field 
covered, at least theoretically, though 
the church was closed. They would meet 
the people at our announced time and 
warn them against us. This they did, 
posting their notice over ours.” 

Nevertheless, the newcomers were not 
disconcerted, and proceeded to preach 
the Gospel. “During the ensuing year 
our Lincoln Center group grew from 
fifteen to an average of sixty. There 
were fifty-five baptisms. A group in 
South Lincoln joined us. We repaired 
the church, built a baptistry, and made 
the parsonage livable. Young folk were 
giving their lives for service.” 

But when the church requested the 
return of their deed which, they insisted, 
had been illegally turned over to the 
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Convention, the latter intervened. “Two 
representatives, Messrs. Christie and 
Jones, were sent to our annual meeting, 
May, 1949, to get us out. However, 
majority overruled and we were victori- 
ous. The following week; at a continua- 
tion of the first meeting, they appeared 
with enough deadwood members from as 
far as eighty miles away, to outvote us. 
Folk who had never @ttended were 
there to vote against Mr. White.” 

So Mr. White and his flock were turned 
out of the church. They adjourned to 
the Lincoln Town Hall, for which they 
have to pay $12 rent per Sunday. At- 
tendance here averages from eighty to 
ninety, 

How eager are they to attack a little 
evangelical revival of this type, but when 
it comes to the appointment of a free- 
thinker to the presidency of Colby, the 
Maine Baptist College, they are silent. 


Yet There Is Another Side.—The 
Maine Baptist State Convention has two 
“Larger Parish” organizations which 
cover, the one sparsely populated com- 
munities in Southern Aroostook County; 
the other, the Waldo “Larger Parish” 
extending over a large area between two 
of Maine’s great rivers. This last, started 
in 1942, is now led effectively by the 
Rev. Harold Nutter. Nearly forty com- 
munities were included in the early pro- 
gram, and since then there has been 
steady expansion. Closed churches have 
been reopened, monthly parish meetings 
of workers held, Vacation Bible Schools 
instituted (assisted by students of Gor- 
don College, Boston). It is work of high 
missionary order and many are saved. 


Tithing in Borneo.——The Dyaks of 
Borneo are almost the last word for 
poverty, yet, according to Mr. Mouw in 
the Alliance Weekly, in a radius of fifty 
miles from his home there are eight 
churches, each with a manse, which 
have been built by Christian Dyaks, 
without a cent from abroad. The pas- 
tors are completely supported, by these 
church groups and as of now there is 
enough unhulled rice in the church gran- 
aries to feed the pastors and their fam- 
ilies for more than a year. In this 
Belitang area of West Borneo are more 
than 4,000 baptized believers, and the 
work is 100 per cent self-supporting. 

Yet Mr. Mouw had been told that it 
was impossible to teach the Dyaks to 
give; they were too poor. They went 
hungry a third of the year. 

Nevertheless, after reading Malachi’s 
third chapter with Mr, Mouw, they be- 
gan to tithe rice and other things. Ten 
months later came the harvest, and the 
windows of Heaven were indeed opened 
— there was more rice than was ever 
known before and untroubled of pests! 

Outside of Bethel Church, with its 
1,315 members, is a big crate into which 
they put chickens. Rice tithe is poured 
into a large box at the top of the church 
steps. Mothers lift their little children 
as they put their cupful into the bin. 
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Near by is a basket for the eggs, ang 
on. Chinese merchants exchange 
food for cash or material needeg 
building.

I’ IS a magnificent sight to look down 
Puget Sound, in the vicinity of Seat- 
tle, and see Mt. Rainier rising above the 
landscape sixty miles away like a 
gigantic dipper of ice cream.

And why he talked to God about the little things of life 


HEN I was a boy, I used to read 

articles by someone who used the 
name, “O. B. Joyful,” as a pen name. 
But, of all the men I knew, a man named 
Deacon Schwabl was the one most fitted 
to that title. So, to me, he was “Mr. O. 
B. Joyful.” He had a sort of bubbly 
chuckle that started ‘way down, and 
that made you laugh joyously in spite 
of yourself. 

The fact that his name was Francis 
Xavier Schwabl was in itself an indica- 
tion of the fact that he was not brought 
up to be a Baptist deacon. That the 
transition had brought its sorrow and 
hurt was also plain to all who knew 
how much he loved family ties and en- 
joyed people. But still, he always knew 
how to be happy. 

He was amused at my astonishment 
when I found how he applied the idea 
that Christians should enjoy their sal- 
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vation. But that lesson became a part 
of the solid foundation of a young Chris- 
tian’s faith and helped to make another 
“joyful witness.” 

The Deacon came by the house on a 
Labor Day morning. “William,” said he, 
“Let’s persuade your father to go to the 
ball game. He needs a bit of diversion, 
and it’s a lovely day.” 

It was indeed a beautiful day as we 
three walked out to the ball park. Bright 
sunshine sifted through the yellow 
fall leaves of Buffalo’s shaded streets, 
and a bit of September coolness added 
zest to the air. And Mr. O., B. Joyful 
said, “I’m thanking the Lord for this 
beautiful day and for the opportunity 
of seeing a good ball game.” 

He laughed at my surprise look, “Now,

Approach to the Lesson 

OD’S salvation, bound up in a per- 
G son, was the theme of all the Old 

Testament prophets. In the house 
of Cornelius, Peter related the wondrous 
story of the life, death, and resurrection 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, and then de- 
clared, “To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name whoso- 
ever believeth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins” (Acts 10:43). 

When the aged Simeon held the infant 
Jesus in his eager arms, he exclaimed, 
“Now lettest thou thy servant depart 
in peace, according to thy word: for 
mine eyes have seen thy salvation” 
(Luke 2:29, 30). In Revelation 19:10 
we are told, “The testimony of Jesus 
is the spirit of prophecy.” Every prom- 
ise of redemption and of the future de- 
liverance of Israel and of the world from 
war and oppression is linked up with 
Him whose coming, first to suffer and 
then to reign, was foretold hundreds of 
years before His first advent. The three 
opening verses of chapter 4 are an al- 
most exact duplicate of Isaiah 2:2-4. We 
need not inquire whether the charge of 
plagiarism should be brought against 
the elder or the younger prophet. We 
have not here to do with the literature 
of men, but with the inspired Word of 
God. He says, “The testimony of two 
men is true” (John 8:17), and He has 
given the same promise of millennial 
blessing through both Micah and Isaiah, 
that all may know that neither wrote 
from himself, but as he was moved by

It was Micah’s prophecy to which the 
scribes directed Herod’s attention when 
he inquired where Messiah should be 
born (Matt. 2:4, 5). Without hesitation 
they referred him to chapter 5, verse 2, 
of this Book. . 


The Historical Setting 

As noted in the previous lesson, Micah 
prophesied to Judah and Israel during 
the reigns of Jotham, Ahaz, and Heze- 
kiah, kings of Judah, and of Pekahiah, 
Pekah, and Hoshea, kings of Israel; that 
is, during the first half of the eighth 
century before Christ. He was born in 
Mareshah, a city of Judah. 


Verse by Verse 

Micah 4: 1.—“In the last days,” the time 
to which all prophecy points, “the moun- 
tain of the house of the Lord shall be 
established in the top of the mountains.” 
The future millennial temple will not 
stand on Mount Moriah, but on a mag- 
nificent tableland, lifted up above all the 
surrounding hills, after the land has gone 
through some remarkable topographical 
changes, caused by a great earthquake, 
which will occur when the feet of the 
Lord Jesus stand again on the Mount 
of Olives. (See Ezek. 40:2 and 48:8-12; 
Zech. 14:4.) 

Verse 2.—“The law shall go forth of 
Zion.” There, in commanding position, 
shall the house of the God of the whole 
earth be located, and thither shall the 
nations come up regularly to worship 
and to inquire the ways of Jehovah.

Verse 3.—“Therefore will he give them 
up.” Because Israel rejected their Mes- 
sigh when He came in lowly grace, God 
has set them aside nationally until the 
time when they come to repentance and 
shall travail in birth, for her severest 
are yet to come. In the Great 
Tribulation, under the personal Anti- 
christ, she shall be in anguish to be de- 
livered. Then shall she truly bring 
forth, apprehending in the Crucified her 
own Son and her Saviour. 


Verse 4—“Now shall he be great unto 
the ends of the earth.” He will be re- 
yealed as the long-waited-for Shepherd 
of Israel, who “shall stand and feed [or 
shepherd] in the strength of the Lord,” 
and who shall give abiding rest to His 
regathered flock.

In order that He might do this 
righteously He gave up His own Son to 
the death of the cross, there to become 
the propitiation for the sins of the world. 


Verse 19-—“Thou wilt cast all their 
sins into the depths of the sea.” Never 
again will God bring up any charge 
against those who have come to Him in 
repentance and faith. Their sins are put 
away forever, cast into the sea of God’s 
forgetfulness. All this will be made good 
to Israel when they return to the Lord 
in the last days, and when the Holy 
Spirit reveals Jesus to them -as their 
Kinsman-Redeemer., 


Verse 20.—“Thou wilt perform .. . the 
mercy to Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn.” All blessing, both for Israel and 
the nations, is bound up in the promise 
made to Abraham so long ago: “And in 
thy séed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed” (Gen. 22:18). 


















































The Heart of the Lesson 


Micah, like other Old Testamen‘ 
prophets, told beforehand of the two 
advents of Christ, but gave no intimation 
of the time that would elapse between 
them. Peter tells us that these ancient 
writers testified of the sufferings of 
Christ and the glories that should fol- 
low, and then studied their own proph- 
ecies, “searching what, or what manner 
of time” there might be between the two 
events (1 Pet. 1:11). 

Plainly Micah spoke of the birth: of 
Christ, of His divine-human personality, 
a His rejection, and of His return in 
slory to bring in the golden age for 
Which all Israel and the nations waited. 
He stressed the importance of being right 
with God by turning to Him in repent- 
‘mee and faith, while waiting for the 
fulfillment of His promises.

And 
this man was calling himself an old 
sinner and wanting a word of help, Then 
the text he had used in his visits that 
afternoon came to mind, and Dr. Whyte 
answered the appeal of his friend with: 
“He delighteth in mercy.” 

Later, the lawyer said he had been 
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troubled and distressed with a feeling 
of his unworthiness, and that four-word 
text, “He delighteth in mercy.” refreshed 
and cheered him greatly. It was a word 
from the Lord to a soul feeling its need. 
Perhaps some of us get discouraged with 
ourselves, and feel we are a very poor 
sort of Christian, as indeed we are. 
When you have that “sinner feeling,” 
tell the Lord all about it. Satan wiil try 
to get you to despair, doubt God’s mercy, 
and drift away from Him. But with a 
God who delights in mercy ready to hear 
our plea. we need not despair.

4:1).—The last, or latter, 
days mentioned here are in relation to 
Israel's restoration; whereas the “last 
days” mentioned in the Epistles refer 
to the Church age. 

It is predicted that skepticism and 
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spiritism will be prevalent during th 
latter days of the sojourn of the Chur 
on earth (1 Tim. 4:1-3). Moral and spir. 
itual conditions in the world will be. 
come so bad that they can only be calle 
“perilous” (2 Tim, 3:1-5; 2 Pet, 3:14 

The word “glorious” is the one used ty 
describe conditions during Israel's latte 
days (Psa. 87:3). Why this contrast jp 
conditions? Because, in the case of the 
Church, the Lord is about to ceme tp 
rapture her to Himself (1 The... 4:16 
17); whereas, in the other case, He ps 
seen as the Prince of Peace reigning jp 
power and righteousness over the earth 

The FBI report for 1949 should satisty 
all that we are living in the “latter 
times” of the Epistles. “By the year's 
end, crime totaled an estimated 1,763,299 
serious offenses. During an average day, 
293 persons were feloniously killed or 
assaulted; 162 robberies were committed: 
more than 1,100 places burglarized: over 
440 cars stolen, in addition to 2,800 other 
thefts. Crime was up 4.5 per cent across 
the nation over 1948.” 


“And many nations shall come, and 
say,... we will walk in his paths...” 
(Mic. 4:2).—Nations as a whole care 
nothing at all about walking in the paths 
of the Lord today, and Russia has offi- 
cially repudiated the Lord. But when 
the Lord returns in power and great 
glory to reign over the earth. the faith- 
ful remnant of Israel shall become the 
head of the nations spared out of the 
Great Tribulation and Jerusalem shall 
become the throne of the Lord (Jer. 3: 
17). Then the nations will have a real 
desire to be taught in His ways. 

While in Jerusalem, I visited the Jews’ 
Wailing Wall numerous times. It was 
always a Satisfaction to me to know from 
prophecy that the prayer offered by 
many Jews on that spot will be answered 
“exceeding abundantly” above all they 
ask or think. The prayer is as follows: 
“Have pity, O Eternal! upon Thy people 
and do not let Thine inheritance become 
a reproach or the nations hold sway over 
them. . . . Do not forsake us, for our 
lives are oppressed by reason of the 
sword and captivity, pestilence, and 
plague. Oh, do Thou deliver us from 
all kinds of sorrow and grief, for in 
Thee we hope!” See Zechariah 8:20-23 


“They shall beat their swords into 
plowshares” (Mic. 4:3).—This is a favor- 
ite expression with reformers, legislators, 
and some preachers. They delight in 
expatiating on the possibility of instru- 
ments of warfare being turned into in- 
struments of agriculture — and they im- 
ply that it is to be accomplished by 
legislation, education, and religion. They 
utterly ignore the first part of the verse, 
which says, “He shall judge among many 
people, and rebuke strong nations afar 
off.” The personal presence of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, as King of kings shall ac- 
complish that mighty change. 

Possibly there never was a time when 
education, legislation, and _ religion 
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abounded as at present, yet the inven- 
tion and perfection of “bigger and bet- 
ter” weapons of destruction grows 

! Even the dreaded A-bomb must 
give place to the thousand times more 
powerful H-bomb! 

“Every man under his vine and under 
his fig tree” (Mic. 4:4).—What a pic- 
ture of peace, prosperity, and safety! 
Man’s every attempt to produce Utopian 
conditions has failed, because of sin. 
Nothing short of the manifestation of the 
Lord Jesus in power and glory can pro- 
duce perfect freedom from want and 
fear. 

Sir Thomas More in his “Utopia” made 
an imaginary island the scene of this 
political romance. He represented it as 
having been newly discovered, and in- 
habited by a model people, who, by vir- 
tue of wise laws, were free from the 
worries, covetousness, fears, and other 
ills to which the flesh is heir. It was so 
deverly written that many readers 
thought it was a genuine history of a 
newly discovered country. They felt so 
let down when they learned it was just 
a bit of fiction. 

“For all people will walk every one 
in the name of his god” (Mic. 4:5).— 
Young’s literal translation renders it: 
‘For all the peoples do walk, each in 
the name of its god .. .” Idolatry is a 
world-wide curse today, but during the 
millennium the Lord alone shall be ex- 
alted and the idols shall be cast “to the 
moles and to the bats” (Isa. 2:11-20). 


“Whose goings forth have been from 
... everlasting” (Mic. 5:2).—Bethlehem 
was not the beginning of the personality 
of the Lord Jesus. Eternity of being 
was His. His goings forth were from 
everlasting, or eternity. Bethlehem was 
simply the scene of His incarnation. As 
Son, He ever was, ever is, and ever shall 
be. Essential deity is His. “God was 
manifest in the flesh” (1 Tim. 3:16). “I 
am Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the ending, saith the Lord, which 
is, and which was, and which is to come, 
the Almighty” (Rev. 1:8).

AY, fellows, Professor David Swen- 
son of Minnesota says, “You cannot 
understand the Bible unless you under- 
stand that from beginning to end it looks 
lard to a world climax,” and that is 
undoubtedly true. Beginning with Gen- 
tsis, the first Book of the Bible, God's 
Word is prophetic of events which have 
sinte. taken place with unerring accu- 
tacy: of events which are taking place 
teday,,and of events which are yet to 
come; and as you go through the Old 
t the propheties roll up with 
ever-increasing emphasis on a great day 
coming Micah, one of the Minor 
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Prophets, gives a most graphic picture 
of the closing period of this day of grace 
in which we are now living and a view 
into the Kingdom Age to follow. 

You cannot read the seven short chap- 
ters of the Book of Micah without be- 
ing impressed by what a large place the 
Jews have in God’s plan for the destiny 
of the human race. He said to Abram, 
the father of the Jewish race, “I will 
bless them that bless thee, and curse him 
that curseth thee: and in thee shall all 
families of the earth be blessed” (Gen. 
12:3). That promise will yet be fulfilled, 
for God never breaks a promise. Some 
of it has already been fulfilled in a 
startling way. 

Every nation which has mistreated the 
Jews has received a curse; some have al- 
most been destroyed — notably, in recent 
years, Germany. And now it is reported 
that Russia is inaugurating a nation-wide 
persecution of the Jews. Russia's ene- 
mies could not ask for a more vengeful 
thing than that, for if the reported plan 
of persecution is true, Russia will suffer 
desperately for it. 

It is true that the Jews as a nation 
flagrantly violated God's laws, and as 
one of the consequences have been scat- 
tered abroad over the whole earth, but 
some have remained true to their Old 
Testament faith; many have accepted 
Jesus Christ as the promised Messiah 
of prophecy, and the Prophet Micah tells 
us that “the remnant of Jacob shall be 
in the midst of many people as a dew 
from the Lord, as the showers upon the 
grass, that tarrieth not for man, nor 
waiteth for the sons of men. And the 
remnant of Jacob shall be among the 
Gentiles in the midst of many people 
as a lion among the beasts of the forest, 
as a young lion among the flocks of 
sheep: who, if he go through, both tread- 
eth down, and teareth in pieces, and 
none can deliver. Thine hand shall be 
lifted up upon thine adversaries, and 
all thine enemies shall be cut off” (Mic. 
5: 7-9). 

And Micah, using the figure of moun- 
tains for great earth powers, and hills 
for the smaller powers, prophesies: “But 
in the last days it shall come to pass, 
that the mountain of the house of the 
Lord shall be established in the top of 
the mountains, and it shall be exalted 
above the hills; and people shall flow 
unto it. And many nations shall come 
and say, Come, and let us go up to the 
mceuntain of the Lord, and to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will teach 
us of his ways, and we will walk in his 
paths: for the law shall go forth of Zion, 
and the word of the Lord from Jeru- 
salem” (Mic. 4:1, 2).

HAT does “pre-exilic’ mean? 
Name three pre-exilic prophets. 
Amos, Hosea, and Micah all warned Is- 
rael of coming judgment because of their 
unrighteousness and ungodliness after 
having had God’s word. What do you 
remember about the sins of Israel? 
(Love of ease and luxury, selfishness, 
greed, injustice, bribery, cruelty, and 
murder. Even false prophets and priests 
were hired and encouraged to give mes- 
sages.) What a dark picture Israel pre- 
sented at this time! And all because of 
their indifference to God and His word. 
God’s plan for men to dwell together 
upon the earth is vastly different: He 
gives a beautiful picture of the world 
as He will make it, in both Micah and 
Isaiah. Turn to Micah 4:1 and read the 
first five words. When we speak of the 
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Yast day or the last days.” ft’ Hild” the 
hearts of the unsaved with fear and 
dread. But to the Christian it has a 
joyful sound because, while many ter- 
rible things will take place at the close 
of this age, we know that just beyond 
them will be the happiest days this 
world has ever seen. Read the rest of 
Micah 4:1. Here we have the Lord’s 
house “on top of the world,” and people 
flowing into it. People arid things usually 
“flow” downward, but in that day the 
attraction of the Lord and His Temple 
will be stronger than the pull of gravity. 
This means that the Kingdom of God 
will be established in the earth, with 
Jerusalem the capital of the world. If 
you should stand on the street corner 
now and tell people that they could meet 
the Lord in a little mission ear by, how 
many would come? Us ily worldly 
people want to get as far 1.om the pres- 
ence of the Lord as possi! le, but in the 
days of which we read here, people will 
want to go where the Lord is. Read 
verse 2. In the golden age to come, 
what will the nations of the world de- 
sire? (To learn the ways of the Lord 
and to walk in His paths.) 

Read Micah 4:3. What is going to be 
done away with? Can you imagine that 
—the whole world peaceful and pros- 
perous without a single threat of war 
anywhere? Verse 3 shows peaceful and 
prosperous nations, and verse 4 shows 
peaceful and prosperous homes. Where 
homes are united and godly, people are 
happy and a nation prospers, but when 
home life is destroyed a nation cannot 
long survive. Read verse 5 and see how 
happily it ends. 

Many unsaved people have enjoyed 
this description of the future golden age 
for the world as given here, and also in 
Isaiah. Some of them even try to for- 
ward God’s plan but leave Him out 
of it. God’s plan can come to pass only 
in God’s way. Micah 5 tells of the One 
who will bring the fulfillment of what 
we have seen in Micah 4. 

Read Micah 5:2. This is the fourth 
prophecy we have read in Micah which 
has already been fulfilled. What were 
the other three? (The destruction of 
Samaria, the destruction of Jerusalem, 
and the deportation of the Jews to Baby- 
lon.) When the Wise Men came to Jeru- 
salem to ask Herod, “Where is he that 
is born King of the Jews?” the chief 
priests and scribes answered, “Bethle- 
hem.” How did they know? (From 
Micah 5:2.) 

Notice that the one to be born in Beth- 
lehem to be ruler in Israel, was the 
everlasting God. A young man in our 
Sunday school was so thrilled when he 
found out that the Babe of Bethlehem, 
his Saviour, was also the everlasting 
God, that he told everyone he met the 
great news. Isn’t it wonderful that our 
Saviour, the one upon whom we have 
staked our whole eternity, is everlast- 
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ing? There is no chance for Him to 
fail. He is omnipotent. 

Read verse 3. Here we have a proph- 
ecy of the present state of the Jews. 
God has given them up as a nation until 
this age ends. Now a Jew who gets 
saved becomes a member of the Church 
of Christ just the same as a Gentile who 
is born again. Verse 4 tells us what will 
happen when God takes up the Jews 
again as a nation. 

Read the first part of verse 5. There 
can be no peace apart from Him who 
was born in Bethlehem. God’s plan can 
never be fulfilled without God’s man, the 
man Christ Jesus. 

Now turn to the last chapter of Micah 
and read the seventh verse. Where is 
Micah’s hope of salvation? Not only 
Micah but all the Israelites who survive 
the Great Tribulation will look to the 


Lord for salvation and wait for Him. 


He will hear them and save them. 

Next read verses 18 and 19 and see 
how Micah describes the character of 
God. Micah, like Hosea, understood 
something of God’s forgiving love. The 
Lord delights in mercy. We are not told 
anywhere from Genesis to Revelation 
that God delights to punish. He must 
punish because He is just, but He de- 
lights in mercy. He delights to forgive 
so much that He has made it possible 
to do so at infinite cost to Himself. He 
is a God of compassion (loving sym- 
pathy). He has the desire and the power 
to subdue our sins and to put them far 
away. What a wonderful God we have! 

Do you remember the three things we 
learned last week that God requires of 
men? (“To do justly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with . . . God.”) 
How is this possible? (By looking to 
God for salvation and then waiting on 
Him and learning of Him.) 

Israel as a nation must wait longer 
for their national restoration under their 
Messiah. But you and I need not wait 
a moment for His salvation for us. The 
moment anyone looks to the Lord for 
salvation, he begins a new -life. God 
wants not only to save His people from 
hell but also to save them from their 
sins. You and I need this present sal- 
vation from sin, and Christ is able to 
subdue our iniquities. 

All God’s plans center in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. His plan for this earth will 
surely be fulfilled. All who resist Him 
will be cast into outer darkness. God’s 
plan for us will be realized if we look 
to Him continually. 

If you from sin are longing to be free, 

Look to the Lamb of God.

Micah Writes About God’s Plan 
(Mic. 4:1-4) 


EFERRING to the picture of Jerusa- 
lem used last week, review Micah's 
prophecy of destruction and its result 

on the people (Mic. 3:12; Jer. 26:18, 19). 

l imagine it was when good King Heze- 

kiah led his people back to God, and 

the road to the Temple was filled with 

folks going to worship the Lord (2 

Chron. 29), that Micah spoke the next 

words, telling of glory to come to this 
"ery same city, especially to one part of 
it. If you read Micah 4:1 very carefully, 
"you may find what part of the city is 

“to be most wonderful. (Write “The,” 
“in small letters, at the top of the black- 

“board; then, using a large letter M, write 

“on the next line, “Mountain of the house 

"of the Lord shall be established .._. 

"and... exalted.” Let the children find 
~ that part of the city in the picture.) 
"When is this hill with the Lord’s house 
(Using a large I, 
write, “In the last days.”) What are 
people in America and other places go- 
ing to say, and want to do? Look in 
verse 2. (Using a large C, write, “Come, 
and let us go up to the mountain of the 
Lord.”) Would you like to go there? 
I would. But some day there will be 
Someone there whom we will be espe- 
cially thrilled to see. Who? The Lord 
Jesus Himself, when He comes back to 
earth. 

Verse 3 tells of something wonderfully 
nice that will happen then, instead of 
atom and hydrogen bombs. (Write with 
a large A, “And they shall beat their 
swords into plowshares.”) Now look 
back in verse 2, and find something else 
the Lord will do. (Using a large H, 
write, “He will teach us of his ways, 
and we will walk in his paths,” the 
Memory Verse. No doubt, pupils will 
discover that the large letters spell 
Micah’s name.) 

Maybe these things will happen in our 
lifetime, because the Lord comes to His 
Temple. But let me tell you what can 
happen now without waiting for “the 
last days.” You can be the temple of 
the Lord. That is where He wants to 
live—in your heart. (Pointing to the 
M statement.) You can attend church 
now, (Pointing to the C statement.) 
You can ask, and bring others with you 
now. (Pointing to the A _ statement.) 
Instead of quarreling, you can do good 
now. (Pointing to the H statement.) 
You can listen to God’s Word now and 
obey. 

What do you see for a ‘ehiiedks for 
Micah’s poster? a hill with a Temple 
on it? a broad road leading up to it? 
I imagine Micah on that road, and some 
Soldiers. (For a change from coloring 
the poster, colored paper might be used, 
blue for the sky, green for the curving 
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outline of the hill, brown for the road, 
broad in the foreground, tapering into 
the distance at the hilltop. Find a pic- 
ture of appropriate size for the Temple, 
to paste on the hilltop, or cut a domed 
one of paper with pillars at the front. 
Place a cutout figure for Micah in the 
foreground, and soldiers, preferably with 
spears or swords, wherever they are in 
good perspective on the road. Other 
figures may also be pasted on the road, 
heading toward the Temple. At the base 
of the road print, or cut from black 
paper, “MICAH 6:8.”)

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ple worrying for fear the atom bomb 
or the hydrogen bomb will destroy the 
earth, tell them not to worry about that, 
for we have the promise of God for a 
thousand years’ reign of His Son on this 
earth. Of course, a bomb may destroy 
many cities, but not the earth. God is 
still ruling the universe, and He will 
take care of this earth until that day 
when the heavens and the earth shall 
be dissolved, and He will provide a new 
heaven and a new earth. 

Just stop and think what this word of 
Micah means! What do we hear today? 
Wars and talk of war; money for army 
and navy and air force; plans for battle 
against the hosts of Communism; taxes, 
more taxes, for war or protection from 
war. The papers every day are full of 
these things. 

But what will the people do when 
there is no more war? Micah says: “But 
they shall sit every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree; and none shall 
make them afraid: for the mouth of the 
Lord of hosts hath spoken it.” Isn’t that 
Today the world is full of 
fear. The only people whose hearts are 
not afraid are those who know the Lord 
and His Word, and who trust in Him. 

Then, in that day, the Lord will bring 
back the poor, broken, abused, perse- 
cuted Jews from their long captivity, 
and will make them a great nation, the 
greatest of all the world. And He will 
be their Lord. And they will have a 
new heart, and will never turn away 
again after idols. 

That is a great hope for Israel. They 
will be God’s earthly people, but our 
hope is far better. To those who be- 
lieve in the Lord Jesus Christ, and ac- 
cept Him as their Saviour from sin, 
God gives eternal life, and they will be 
forever with the Lord, when they leave 
this earthly life. And right now, here, 
today, they have the Holy Spirit to 
dwell in the heart, to guide and teach 
them. They can pray and receive an- 
swers from God. They can have peace 
and joy in the heart, even in the midst 
of war and famine and every other 
trouble. 


In a letter that came out of poor war- 
torn China the other day, a missionary 
said that she could not write anything 
about conditions, for the letter was cen- 
sored, but she said they had peace and 
joy in the Lord, and were trusting Him 
for all their needs.

Today, the world has days 
of judgment and sorrow before Christ’s 
glorious Kingdom will be set up, but 
until that day, every child of God has 
His presence and His promises, even 
the smallest child who believes. The 
important thing is to be sure each child 
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is a believer, and has this blessed hope 
in his heart. 

If there is a child who does not know 
how to be saved, this is the day to tel] 
him, for time is short, it may be later 
than we think, on God’s clock.

However, beneath 
all their strivings to rebuild the land, 
there is a heart-hunger which nothing 
but Christ can satisfy. One missionary

for the truth. Israel's greatest need is 
a spiritual rebirth. Christians face the 
greatest challenge in the land of the 
Redeemer.—From Dr. Jacob Gartenhaus, 
Sent by Mrs. S. J. Beeker, Nashville, 
Tenn.

How Canada Was Named.—In the ma- 
jesty of the name of the Lord his God; 
and they shall abide: for now shall he 
be great unto the ends of the earth (Mic. 
5:4). In the early 1920's Dr. Thomas M. 
Chalmers went to Canada to give an ad- 
dress at a meeting of the Toronto Jewish 
Mission. His address was on “Israel the 
Key to History,” and he read Psalm 72, 
connecting it with the naming of the new 
Canada in 1867, at the time the Confed- 
eration was formed. He related that the 
members of the convention debated the 
Question of a namé for the new State. 
They could not decide the matter and 
adjourned until the next day. That -ve- 
ning Sir Leonard Tilley, one of the mem- 
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bers, was reading his evening Scripture 
portion, and came across the eighth verse 
of Psalm 72: “He shall have dominion 
also from sea to sea, and from the river 
unto the ends of the earth.” This passage 
struck him so forcibly that he felt he had 
the proper name, and the next day 
showed the other members of the con- 
vention, by means of a large map, the 
suitability of the name “Dominion of 
Canada.” He pointed out the extension 
of the land from ocean to ocean and 
from the St. Lawrence to the pole. He 
uttered the prayer on the spot, “May 


Christ have dominion from sea to sea.” 


Dr. Chalmers says: “We look on it as 
one of the most beautiful incidents in 
the history of nations; and the time will 
soon come when our great Lord Jesus 
Christ will be acknowledged as the 
Prince of the kings of the earth and the 
Governor among the nations. Then He 
will truly reign from sea to sea gnd 
from the (Euphrates) river to the very 
ends of the earth."—From the Jewish 
Missionary Magazine.

The Scripture verses chosen for this 
week bring several lessons that should 
be held before your group in all of your 
planning for the summer. Begin your 
Scripture lesson with verse 7 of the third 
chapter of Philippians and call attention 
to the fact that Paul counted everything 
else as refuse in order that he might 
know Christ and be found in Him. It is 
not that other things in -life are dis- 
carded, but they are not permitted to 
interfere with the one great and all-im- 
portant objective of really getting to 
know the Lord Jesus and being iden- 
tified with Him (vs. 7-9). This, to the 
Christian, will make all else seem of 
little worth.

Note that Paul never looked upon him- 
self as having reached the ultimate in 
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Christian experience (v. 12). This was 
not false humility, but a realization that 
there was so much more to be attained 
in his Christian walk that he could not 
think of himself as having reached the 
goal. ye 


Notice, too, that the goal was not of 
Paul’s choosing. Even when we set our 
sights high, they fall far short of that 
which Christ has planned for us. And 
so Paul longed that he might reach that 
place for which Christ had laid hold on 
him and chosen him. Here is a safe 
personal ambition for every one of your 
members. \ w 


Then notice that Paul was not satis- 
fied with longing or wishing (vs. 13, 14). 
As a runner in a foot race, Paul pressed 
forward, exerting every effort to reach 
the goal. The temptation will come to 
every one of us to take it easy in the 
Christian life, and to spare ourselves 
any real exertion, particularly if we fall 
into the habit of looking at the short- 
comings and laziness of others. But 
God wants us to be more than “also- 
ran's” in. the Christian race. He wants 
us to win, by His grace and in His 
strength, so that we may merit a reward, 
Shall we not make our motto, “Not 
somehow, but triumphantly”?

Nikolai Lenin, leader of the Communist 
revolution in Russia in 1917 and founder 
of the Red government now ‘headed by 
Joseph Stalin: ‘Down with religion! 
Long live atheism! The spread of athe- 
ist views is our chief task !’” 

“47. Have the Russian Communists 
ever tolerated religion? 

“They have pretended to on a few oc- 
casions when it served their purpose. 
While Communists do not have religion 
themselves, they have sometimes agreed 
that personal faith is all right so long 
as churches obey Communism’s orders 
against missionary, welfare and charity 
work, and religious education of chil- 
dren.” 

“52. Do the Communists pretend to tol- 
erate religion today? 

“No. Since the end of World War II, 
the Russian Government has renewed 
open war against religion. in all forms, 
although in some countries Communists 
pretend to tolerate it to serve their 
propaganda purposes.”

The Bible in the Making of Ministers. 
By Charles R. Eberhardt. (Association 
Press, New York 17; $3.50.) This book 
deals with the life and with the methods 
of Bible study set forth by the late W. 
W. White, founder and ffrst president of 
Biblical Seminary in New York City. 
After a biographical section (pp. 25-82), 
there follows a section on his methodol- 
ogy, another on the results of his method 
(curriculum, interpretation, doctrine), 
and a final part deals with an evaluation 
of his work. 

White insisted that in Bible study, one 
go directly to the text. Much of his 
method can be summed up in his four- 
teen rules to guide one to the “Interpre- 
ter’s House,” some of which are: “1. The 
Bible should be interpreted in the light 
of the central, fundamental teachings of 
Jesus Christ”; “2. The Bible should be 
interpreted in the light of its own state- 
ment of the object of its existence”; “3. 
In interpreting the Bible, the natural 
meaning of the words should be sought. 
. . .”; “5. The immediate context of a 
passage should be consulted in seeking 
its meaning. . . .”; “8. What has been 
already written involves the fact that to 
compare Scripture with Scripture is a 
principle of sound Biblical interpreta- 
tion. . . .”; “10. A true interpretation of 
Scripture will not contradict scientific 
truth .. .”; “12. A real Christian experi- 
ence is necessary on the part of one who 
would understand the Scriptures fully” 
(pp. 187, 188). 

White opposed destructive Biblical 
criticism, though he left room for Bibli- 
cal critics to work “within the evangel- 
ical tradition” (p. 189). He stated that 
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the church is entitled to ask the critic, 
“Do you believe in the Incarnation and 
the Resurrection of Christ? If his reply 
is in the affirmative, his process and re- 
sults are to be examined earnestly and 
calmly. If he replies in the negative, 
he has missed the way and has put him- 
self outside the church of Christ” (p. 
189). One is glad to see this stand 
against rank, unbelieving criticism, yet 
it must be remembered that some hold 
to the deity of Christ and still make 
concessions to certain aspects of destruc- 
tive criticism. In early life, Dr. White 
came into intimate contact with W. R. 
Harper, first president of the University 
of Chicago and a promoter of radical 
Biblical criticism. Says White, “Dr. 
Harper in.some respects did me a great 
deal of harm. I did not altogether con- 
sider him a sage teacher in regard to 
doctrines and criticisms” (p. 51). The 
effect of the Higher Criticism of the Old 
Testament, learned from Harper, unset- 
tled White. He wrote, “I was so dis- 
turbed and upset by this critical work, 
that for a time I deliberated whether I 
should go on and prepare for Christian 
leadership. I cite this as an illustration 
of the powerful influence which atmos- 
phere and a certain type of presentation 
of critical problems had upon me. I 
tremble for the young and less stabi- 
lized students in their experience in 
critically inclined centers” (p. 51). 

One wonders whether the influence of 
Harper and his Biblical criticism was 
a factor in making White hesitant about 
clearly stating his views on inspiration 
—“he was ever reluctant to be drawn 
into stating a so-called theory of the 
nature of revelation or of inspiration.” 
White did once state: “The Christian 
group must come to distinguish between 
the carrier of the Word of God and the 
Word of God itself. The Word of God 
itself is the gospel of eternal salvation. 
The carrier is the Bible” (p. 110). Such 
a view certainly admits the supernatural 
nature of the Scriptures, but it leaves 
room for the view known as “partial 
inspiration” and for other unsatisfactory 
views that come short of full inspiration. 
One wishes that Dr. White had been 
more clear on such points. 


Robert G. Lee, a Chosen Vessel. By 
E. Schuyler English, Litt.D. (Zondervan 
Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich. 
$3.50.) As a boy, Robert G. Lee prayed 
repeatedly, “O God, make me a 
preacher.” For years now he has thrilled 
thousands from the pulpit. No less 
thrilling is this story of his life —one 
might almost say, “the story -of his 
lives,” so full, and varied, and active are 
his days. As a lad, he was a hard- 
working son of a sharecropper living in 
poverty. He never lost the habit of in- 
dustriousness, and, as a Gospel preacher, 
We see him packing the hours with hon- 
est toil. The number of pastoral calls 
Made, in addition to the number of ser- 
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mons preached, funerals, weddings, busi- 
ness meetings, church dedications, and 
writing for publication, is amazing. Dr. 
Lee has been for many years pastor of 
the Bellevue Baptist Church at Memphis, 
Tenn., and is, at present, also serving as 
president of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

A treat is in store for all who read 
this book. It is more interesting than 
many a novel. Truth, often stranger 
than fiction, in this instance provides 
material that is gripping and stirring. 
Included is Dr. Lee’s nationally known 
sermon, “Pay Day — Some Day,” appear- 
ing here for the first time in print, This 
message has been given nearly four hun- 
dred times to a total of about 1,000,000 
people’ in churches throughout the land.

The author is to be commended for his 
biographice: artistry. Showing how 
Robert Lee, starting with “so little of 
Heaven,” becomes a veritable harbinger 
of Heaven to so many, Dr. English skill- 
fully portrays, to the glory of God, how 
choice is this “chosen vessel.” 


An Introduction to the Old Testament, 
By Edward J. Young. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $5.) 
It is refreshing to have a recent book 
from the truly conservative viewpoint 
on so important a field. Dr. Young goes 
through the Old Testament book by 
book, giving details as to the author, 
date, and subject matter of each one. 
The higher critical views are sum- 
marized and briefly refuted. Since the 
Higher Criticism of the Pentateuch is so 
important to the whole field, a short 
special section (41 pp.) is devoted to 
this subject. Questions of general in- 
troduction such as canon, text, back- 
ground, and language are barely touched 
upon, Also the field of archeological 
study is not treated except very inci- 
dentally. 

Only brief comments can be made on 
a work so large and of such a wide 
range. It is a valuable book for any 
Bible student to own. It deals with 
technical matters, but knowledge of He- 
brew is not essential on the part of 
the reader. Two points stand out for 
which the book may be especially com- 
mended. Dr. Young gives in great de- 
tail the history of unbelieving views, 
showing special familiarity with the very 
early days of Christianity and treating 
extensively the early denials and an- 
swers of the Church Fathers. These 
matters, however, are chiefly of histori-

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cal interest as modern criticism stems 
from a different scurce. Secondly, he 
gives a very helpful bibliography — es- 
pecially rich on the German material 
—at the close of each section. Students 
would do well to pay attention to this 
convenient summary of the authors. 
The reviewer's feeling is that the book 
will accomplish much good, yet more 
such work is still to be desired. The 
field is too large for one book to go 
into great detail on the critical views. 
It is perhaps natural in such a large 
work that some recent important mate- 
rial is overlooked. Yet it seems strange 
that in discussion of the chronology of 
the monarchy (pp. 188-196) Thiele’s ex- 
tensive article on this subject in the 
“Journal of Near Eastern Studies,” vol. 
III, 1944, is not mentioned. Several other 
examples of important omissions could 
be given. Also basic problems like the 
alleged Babylonian origin of the crea- 
tion and flood stories are not treated, 
Occasionally valuable substantiation of 
the Biblical picture is not given, as the 
discovery of Solomon’s mining activities 
as an important source of his wealth, 
In his very brief reference to the ques. 
tion of the canon he (pp. 41, 360) holds 
with Green that Daniel finds its place 
in the section of the Hebrew Bible called 
“writings” rather than in the “prophets” 
because he had the gift of prophecy, but 
not the office. Dr. Robert Dick Wilson 


has abundantly proved that in ancient_ 


times Daniel was among the “prophets.” 
Young admits this fact, but weakly con- 
cludes that “to my mind this argument 
is not conclusive.” It seems to be a 
question of fact, If Daniel was originally 
among the “prophets,” we do not need 
a reason, either critical or otherwise, 
why the book was not later included 
among the “prophets.” Its position in 
the later Hebrew tradition seems to be 
inconsequential. 

The fact is, however, that we should 
be grateful for this present volume as 
a conservative book in a needed field, 
realizing that more specialized and ad- 
vanced books are needed. 


His Faithfulness. By Avis Burgeson 
Christiansen. (Loizeaux Bros., New York 
10; $1.50.) Genuine devotion and spir- 
itual understanding characterize _ this 
volume of beautiful poems, with their 
lilting, musical lines. They express an 
intimate knowledge of the deep ~r truths 
of the Word of God and of Christian 
experience in an uplifting, soul-refresh- 
ing manner. Some poems are briefly 
expository, as “His Thoughts Towerd 
Me,” based on Psalm 139: 17; or “Troubled 
on Every Side” (2 Cor. 4:8-10). Some 
suggest in their titles a rich meditation, 
as “The Wonder of a Guided Life.” The 
author is also the writer of many of 
the best known and loved Gospel songs 
sung the world around, some of them 
being published over her pen namie, 
One of them, a favorite widely used, is 
her beautiful hymn, “Precious Hiding 
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Place.” The book contains an excellent 
photograph of the author, 


Pandita Ramabai. By Basil Miller. 
(Zondervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 
2, Mich., $1.50.) The story of Pandita 
Ramabai presents a never-to-be-forgot- 
ten picture. It has been said that her 
greatness began forty years before her 
birth, when her learned father was stir- 
red to become a true scholar. As she 
and her mother accompanied him on 
his thany pilgrimages of thousands of 
miles, seeking for peace and God, the 
brilliant mind of Ramabai at twelve had 
memorized eighteen thousand verses 
ftom the Hindu sacred literature. Dr. 
Miller weaves together in a fascinating 
tale the story of her early yéars, as 
recorded in her own writings, giving a 
fevealing and impressive insight into 
the literature and religion of India and 
the life that it entails. At the age of 
twenty she had her first touch with 
something better, at a Christian social 
gathering. From then on she became 
favorable to Christianity, studied it, and 
was accepted as a Christiah when she 
visited England and America and trav- 
eled widely, lecturing on the needs of 
India’s womanhood. Her beauty ahd 
charm and her brilliant mind won favor 
wherever she appeared. But she her- 
self tells how her thinking was still 
largely colored by Hindu teaching, and 
that she was not truly converted until 
several years afterward. She then re- 
alized that she had given her time to 
studying books about the Bible instead 
of the Bible itself. 

Then began her remarkable life of 
trust, as she opened her fitst home and 
school for the suffering and downtrod- 
den child widows of India. Thousands 
of girls were rescued from death or 
worse, The recurring famines increased 
her problems, and she developed a busi- 
hess and executive ability that amazed 
the world. She started farms and 
schools, and many varied industries, to 
give employment to those who came to 
her for help. She trained teachers, 
hurses, cooks, printers, weavers, and 
above all, Bible women. She possessed 
nothing — except her reliance upon God. 
In spite of all these activities, her un- 
usual scholarship enabled her at the 
same time to spend fourteen years in 
Bible translation work and sending out 
the Gospel in print. The real secret of 
her power was her life of faith and 
prayer, which cannot fail to bless the 
Christian reader of this ably written 


book,

A Christian Philosophy of Missions, 
By Harold Lindsell. (Van Kampen Press, 
Wheaton, Ill., $2.50.) The professor of 
missions at the Fuller Theological Semi- 
nary writes to God's people in an up-to- 
date statement of the missionary chal- 
lenge of the Gospel. The author's 
threefold aim, to appeal to faith, to cap- 
ture the intellect, to motivate to action, 
should be fulfilled in those who read 
these pages. 

The theme and thrust of this work is 
that the church of Jesus Christ must get 
the whole Gospel to the whole world as 
quickly as possible. No cost of money 
or of life and limb should be spared. 

The dangers of Communism and Ro- 
man Catholic Fascism are stated, and 
the utter poverty of the social gospel 
and the utter inadequacy of heathen re- 
ligions are exposed. The author makes 
plain the fallacies of the various secu- 
lar concepts of history (cycles, spirals, 
tides, and the like). The Christian con- 
cept alone satisfies the pattern of past 
facts and the portents of the future. 

Dr. Lindsell admits to the feasibility 
ef differing shades of opinion relative 
to the second coming of Christ, but he 
himself indicates his espousal of the 
traditional premillennial point of view. 
The greatest pre-Kingdom event, he as-

serts, is the world-wide proclamation of 
the Gospel. This he believes has never 
been done, and is to be accomplished 
py the Church, not Israel. The Gospel 
that Israel will preach is that of the 


Kingdom. 


The Message of Daniel. By Arthur 
Petrie, Th.D. (Christian Publications, 
Third and Reily Sts., Harrisburg, Pa., 
#2.) Here is a carefully prepared, well- 
qutlined exposition of a book that is 
more timely than ever in our own day. 
Dr. Petrie has apparently taught the 
Book of Daniel over a period of years, 
and now his lectures are available in 
hook form. The material is consequently 
presented in a systematic, logical form, 
and the approach is a very direct one. 
As is indicated by the title of the book, 
the author is constantly concerned with 
what Daniel has to say to our own hearts 
and our own times. As a result of this 
emphasis, none of the great truths is 
presented in a merely academic fashion; 
always the emphasis is upon their prac- 
tical application to our thinking and to 
our actions. 

Dr. Petrie constantly compares Scrip- 
ture with Scripture and his desire is 
not to discuss the prophetic opinions 
of men, but to present the teaching of 
the whole Word.

Lectures in Systematic Theology. By 
Henry C. Thiessen. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $6.) 
Dr. Thiessen is well known as a con- 
srvative scholar in New Testament 
studies. What is probably not generally 
known is that for some years he taught 
Systematic Theology at Wheaton Col- 
lege. This present volume is the repro- 
duction in permanent form of notes used 
in that course. The author’s death came 
before he completed a revision of the 
manuscript. The publication of the lece 
tures at this time was made possible by 
the work of his brother, John Caldwell 
Thiessen. 

Needless to say, Dr. Thiessen was @ 
Fundamentalist. He taught and defended 
verbal inspiration, the deity of Christ, 
the substitutionary atonement, the bodily 
Tesurrection of Jesus, and the miracles. 
He was a staunch premillennialist, and 
believed that the coming for the Church 
precedes the Tribulation. These doc- 
tines are reproduced in the pages of 
this volume, and are established by care- 
ful attention to the Scriptures. 

Since he was not primarily a syste- 
matic theologian, the author quotes from 
leading writers in the field, particularly 
A. H. Strong, though he disagrees with 
the latter’s view of inspiration and his 
theistic evolution.

With 
the exception of one night, the SS. 
Chilcotin, a modern, streamlined, com- 
pletely air-conditioned, and beautifully 
appointed steamer, will be the home of 
the party throughout the entire Alaska 
cruise.

And the sufferer’s mind cleared, 
and his joy returned to give him peace 
and a further message until God finally 
talled him Home. 

Now Mr. O. B. Joyful, too, has finally 
entered into the fullness of the joy of 
his salvation, and I think, as he stepped 
across the threshold to be greeted by 
those who had gone before, Hie was say- 
ing, “Thank you, Lord, for this great joy, 
to which all the little joys have been 
leading through all these years.” 

Certainly his joy in the Lord has 
shown many others how they, too, may 
“shout for joy” and talk to the Lord 
in simple faith.
